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Continuation of 3. NOTE: As amended, claims 52-54 contain two ranges which are in conflict ("up to 10" vs. "95%", and would therefore 
be found to be indefinite. It remains that the recitation of "up to 10" amino acids constitutes new matter. Also, the recitation "having 
hemopoietic factor receptor protein activity" raises new issues under §112 second paragraph, and §112 forst paragraph, for new matter. 
Applicants have not pointed out basis for this recitation in the specification as originally filed. The only enabled use, as stated at page 3 of 
the Office Action mailed 7/1/2005 is that the protein is expressed on hematopoietic cells, and may be used for the identification/sorting of 
such cells. There is no disclosure of "hemopoietic factor receptor protein activity".
